In the Third, 
are the Faſts, Saints and Feſtivals of the Ro- 
man Calendar. In the Fourth, are the Holy- 
days of the Engliſh Calendar, with the Sun- 
rims, the Beginning, End, and ſeveral returns 
of the Terms. In the Fitth, are the Days of 
the Month, according to the Gregorian or New 
Style. In the Sixth are the Hour and Minutes 
of high Water at London-briage every Day of 
the Month.- 

Note, that in the third Column, thoſe Holy- 
days which are in Red are of Obligation, thoſe 
in Italick are only of Devotion, unleſs in ſome 
particular places.

Undiy, or our Lords day, ( ies Dominica) is 
a day Dedigated by the Apoſtles ro the more 
particular Service aud Honpr ot Almighty 
God, and transferr'd from the Jewiſh Sab- 
bath to the day following, in memory that Chriſt 
our Lord roſe trom the Dead, and ſent down the 
HoJly-Ghoſt on that day z Whence it is called our 
Lord's Day, and Sznday, fromthe old Heathen De- 
nomination of Dzes Solzs, the Day of the Sun, to 
which ir was ſacred, 

1 Fan. The Circumeiſion of our Lerd, valgar! 
called ,New-years-day, is a Fealt inſtituzed by the 
Chutrch, in memory ot the Czrcamciſzon of our Lord 
on the eighth day trom his Nativity, according to 
the Prelcript of the Old Law, (Gen, 17. 12.) when 
he was named Feſws, as the Angel had torcold, 
(St. Luke 1. 14.) and began to ſhed his Intant-blood 
by the ſtony knite of Circumcifion. And Ir is called 
New-years-dav,trom the Account ot the old Romans, 
who began their. Year trom thar Day. 

6. Fan. Twelf:h-4ay, or the Epiphany of our Lord, 
is aFeatlt ſocmnizcd in Memory and Honor ot Chriſt's 
Maniteſtation and Apparitiou to the Gentiles by a 
miraculous b!azing-Star, by virtue whereof thrice 
Kings were congucted orr of the Faſt ro adore him 
in che Manger, where they prefented him with Gol, 
HMyrrhe, and Frankincenſe, in reltimony of his Rega- 
lity, Humanity, and Hiwvinity, The word {piphany 
come< from the Greek, and fignifhes an Apparition, 
And i is caiicd Trrelfil-day, becauſe celebrated 
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the twelfth day after his Nativity excluſively. The 
ſame Twelfth day are comm<morated the Baptiim 
of our Savior, and his Firſt Miracle ar the \Wed- 
dinz, in Cana of Galilee, turning Water into 
Wine. 

12. Fan. St. Benedict, {irnamed Biſcop , Ma- 
ſer to our Renowned S. Bede, and Abbot of Wyre 
near Narha;, in the -Kingdom of the Norehum- 
bers, aftcr he bad five ſeveral timcs viſited the 
Apoſtolic See, and thence obtain'a vey large and 
ample Privileges for two ftarely Movaſterics v hich 
ke had-ercQed in Honor of God, and the mcmo- 
ry of the two Apoſtles, S. Peter and S. Pal, in 
2 venerable Old Age, repleni{h'd with SanRiry, 
he repos'd in onr Lord in the Year 690. and was 
buricd in his Monaſtery of $S. Petcy atorelaid. He 
was the firſt that united the Benedictine, or black 
Monks of our Iſland into one þody, and is theictore 
venerated by all-rhar venerable Orcer, as chiet P1- 
tron of the EngliſÞ Congregation. 

25. Fan, The. Cor;verſfon of 8, Pan], a Feaſt in- 
Kirured by rhe Church, ro perpetuare to Pofterity 
the memory of his miraculous Call, or Converſion, 
which happened as this Day in the 35H, Year of. 
Chriſt, as he was goirg with Letters from #4; r#uj4- 
tem 10 Damaſeus ro Perſecute the Chriſtians thar 
were there ; when behold of a ſudden a vorce from 
Heaven called upon him, and of a Perſecttor rene 
ecr'd him an Aroſtle, Ads 9.22, 16. 

2. Feb, Cindlemas-d1y, or the Purification of the 
Bleſſed Virgin, is a Feaſt in memory and hcnor 
both of the Preſentation of our bleſſed Lord, and «f 
the ['arijication of the bleſſed Virgin, inthe Temz-le 
of Jerujalem the fortieth day alicr her happy 
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Child birth, performed according ro the 1] aw «| 


Moves, Levit. 26. 6 And is calied the Pur:ficas 
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tzow, from the Latin word which fignifies to Pur;- 
Fe, nor that the bleſſed Virgin had contracted any 
thing by her Child-birth , which necded purity'ngy 
Cbeing the Mother of Purity it felt ) bat becanſe 
other common Mothers were by this Ceremonial! 
RKire freed from the Legal Imputity of their Child- 
births.

Ty of Fis People Iſrael; S. Luke 2.32. 

The Four Sundays of Septuayeſimai, Sexapeſimty 
Quinquigeſima, and Dradraipelims, ave days ap- 
propriated by the Cliach ro Aas of Penance and 
Mortification, and are a certain gradation or Pte. 
paration to rhe Devorions of Lent, which arc more 

-oper and immcdiate to the Paſſhion and Refur- 
xeFion of Chriſt; and they have their numera} 
Denominations from 9umMrageſima Sunday, fo 
cal}-d, becauſe "tis abuur the Heortretk day before 
E2ſter. |

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Aſhweneſday is a day of publick Penance and 
Humiliation in the whole Church of God, and is 
fo called from the anticnt Ceremony of blefling 
Afhes on that day, wherewich the Prieſt figncth 
the people wi.h a Croſs on their forcheads, giving 
them this wholeſome Admonition, AMemento homo 
quit pulny'is es, & in pulverem reverteris z Re- 
member man that ou art duſji, and to aujt it ou 
ſb1lt be turn'd, So ty mind them of their Mor- 
rality, and prepare them for the Holy Faſt of 
Lent, The Jijhes usd this day are made of the 
Palmes blet]:d the Falm-Sunday betore. 

Lene 1s calicd in Latin Quazrageſima, becauſc 
It isa Fait of torty days, ( excepting the Sundays 
which are ner kept as days of Faſt, but abſlinc::ce 
only) in{tirned by rhe Church, in a gratctul come 
mer.oration of Chrifl's faſting forty days and nigurs 
in the Deſazt, VVhich Faſt has been obſerved m 
tnzlind{ near one thouſand Years, according to 
Sir Richar4 Baker in his Chronicle, Fol, 5. 

Pa//ion Sumday is ſo called from the Paſſion of 
Crrift, then drawing nigh, and was ordained by the 
Cliirch more cloſely to prepare us for a worthy ce- 
icbrating of that Solemnity. On this day they co- 
ver 211 their Cri:cifixes, &c. m the Churches, with 
mourning colour, borh ro commemorate our Savi- 
ors ging out of the Temple and hidiag himtelf ; 
ar. to diſpoſe ns to a compaſſion with hien. 

F alm-Sunlzy, was inftitured in memory and ho- 
nor of rhetriumphant entry of cur Lord Into Hze- 
317jalem, and is fo called trom the Palm-branches 
which rhe Hebrew Chileren {trewed undcr his feet, 
crying, Oſama to the Son of David, St, Mat. 21, 
15. And hence is it that yearly, on thar day, ihe 
Church bleſſech Palm, and makes a {folemn Pro- 


ccllion rojpreſerve the memory of that brmble Tri- 
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umph of our Savgor, all the Pcople bearing P.:1m- 
branches in their hands. 

Manday Thurſday is a Feaſt in Memory of ouwr 
J.ords laſt Supper, when he" inſtitured the bletled 
Sacrament of his precious Body and Blood 5 and 
It is called Manday Thurſday, quaſi maniatum or 
M aindat Thurſdty, from the rf word of the An- 
tiphon, Mantatum novum do vobizs, &c, Jok. 13. 
25. 1 give you a new Command ( or mandat ) tha 
you love one another, as I have lcyed you 3 which 
is Sung on thar day in the Church, when the Pre- 
lates bevin the Ceremony of waſhing their Peoples 
Feet, in imitation of Chills waſhing thoſe of his 
Diſciples, before he inſtirured thar B, Sacrament. 

Gord Frid:ty is the moſt Sacred and Memorable 
day, on which the Great and Glorious work of 
our Reicmprion was conſummared by our Savior 
Fejus Chriſt on his Bloody Croſs, between two 
Thieves, at Hiepuſalem, 

On Tharſtay, Friizy, and Saturdiy , In Holy 
week, the Otfhces, calle! Terebreg, are folemnly 
and mournfully Sung, in Lamentation tor our 
Lords Paſſion. And becauſe rhoſe Offices are ſtill 
auticipared'y recited the Fvening of the foregoing 
days, Wedneſday, Thurſdity, and Friday, have 
ea'ned the names of Tenebre days 3 and they are 
cal!cti Tevebre, (37. e. darkneſs ), to repreſent the 
da kneS which over{pread the Face of the Farth, 
at ic time cf his Vaſſion, for which end aifo the 
C1: extipguiſherh all her Lights, and after 
{rc tence, at rhe end of ler whole Office, makes 
a <-cat and ſudden noiſe, ro repreſent the rending 
thic \ ail of the Temple, and the diforder whole 
Natu;c was in, at her Makers dcatit. 

The four LmbLer Weeks (in Latin quatuor Tewt- 
pra ) are times cf publick Prayer, Faſting, and 
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Proceſſion, partly inſtitured for the: ſuccoſsful Or- 
dination of the Prieſts and Miniſters of the Church, 
and partly both ro beg and render thanks ro God 
for the Fruits and Bleſſings of the Earth. Embey 
comes trom the Greek yu, I. Ecdies , a day. 
Others call them Ember Dizs, from the ancicnt 
Religious cuſtom ot eating nothing on thole days 
till nighr, and then only a Cake baked under the 
Embers, or Athes, which was called Panem Sub- 
cineritium, Ember.Bread. 

Wakes, or Country Feaſts, are uſually, if not 
always obſerv'd on the Sund.ty next after the Saints 
day, to whom the Parith Church 1s dedicared, and 
cook originc from a Letter written by S, Gregory 
the Grear, to Melitys Abbot z who was ſent into 
I;nglan{4 with S. Auſtin, in theſe words, It may 
therefore be permitted them ( the Engliſh ) that 
on the Dedication days, or other ſolemm days of 
Merrtyrs, they make them Bowers about the Chuyches, 
«n4 ( refreſhing themſeluezg, and Feajling togethey 
after a good religious ſort) Ri'l their Oxen now 
to the praiſe of Go4 an4 increaſe of Charity, which 
before they were wont to ſacrifice to the Devil, &C. 
Bedes Ecct. Hiit, cap. 30. And they ave callc{ 
Wakes, becaufe on the Vigils of thave Feaſts the 
people were wont to awake trom fleep at the feve- 
ral Vigils of the Night, and go ro Prayer, which 
religious cuſtom 15 now irreligio fly laid afide, and 
rhe Feaiting part only retained: ; 

24 Febr. St. Ma:thias, choſen by the College 
of the Apoſtles ro ſuppiy the place of fu4s the 
Trayror , He was crowned with the Crown of Mar- 
ryrdom in Fury, inthe Year 74. 

12, March. YF, Gregory b worthily Surnamed 
the Great, for his adv.rible Works, and incicta- 
rivaple Labows 5 among which his feraing me 
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for the Converfon of our Iſle, thoſe Religfous Pere 
ſon, S. Anzujtiz, with other Holy Monks of the 
venerable Order of S. Benezift, is nor rhe weancſt 
Fruit of his mary rolſom Lavors, and for which 
ca'ife he is worth Ty (tiled by S. Bele, the Apoltle of 
Eng!anJ, He died in the Year 60.1. 

17. March, St. Patrick, B. and Conf. he was Son 
to Calptiyifius, a Noble Brittarn of Pembrockſbrire, 
ard being Fducared by h's Uncle the prear S, Martin 
of Frince,was ordained Piſhop by Pope Celeiiin, Ane 
19 431, and fent to Preach the Goſpel, firft eo the 
Scots, then to the Iriſh, whoſe avhole Nation he con- 
verted, and became thereby their Apoſtle. He dy- 
ed ful of SanQity and Miracles, atter he had lived 
132 Years, in the year of Chritt 49r. 

19. March. St. Fojeph, the putative Father of ovr 
B. Savior, and ſpouic of our B, Lady: He dyed m 
Fudea, about the 12th. Year of Chrit. 

21. Mazych. St. Benedi# the Great, Abbor, and 
Patriarch of Monks, who reſtor'd the almoſt decay- 


_ ed Monaſtical D:\cipline in the Weſtern Church. His 


Life, renowned for SanRity and Miracles, the great 
lizhr of his own Order, as well ag of the Church of 
God, Sr. Gregory has, together with an Authenrick 
approbartion of his Holy Rule, left wricten to Poſte- 
rity. Hedied at Mont Caſſin, Anno 542. 

25. March. Annuntjation of the bleſſed Vir- 
pin, is a Feaſt in memory of that molt happy Em- 
baſſz,brouzhr ro her from God by the Ange! Gabriel, 
upon which, through her conſent, and the opera- 
tion of the Holy Spirit, God was incarnate in. her ' 
ſacred Womb, 

E rſter-day, (in Latin P.uſcha ) is a great Feſtival 
in Memory and Honor of our Saviors Reſurreton, 
or rifing trom the De1d on the Third day atter his 
Crucifixion, Matth. 28. 6, 
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And it is called Eafter from Orzens ( z. e. the Faſt 
or riſing) one of the Titles of Chriſt. And bis name 
{ ſays the Prophet ) -ſha!l be called Oriens, 

Mundy and Tueſday following are allo kept Ho- 
Iy, in Memory of {ome of our Lords firſt Appariti- 
ons after his Reſurre&tion 5 which are commemo- 
rared on theſe Two day, for the greater folemniry 
of rhe chief Feaſt. 

Dominica 11: atbis, commonly called Low-ſundays 
1s the, Otave of Eaſtcr-day; and is ſo called from 
the Catechumens orN:cophites whice Garments(em- 
* blems of innocence and joy) which they pur on ar 
their Baptiſm, and folemnly pur off with this day. 

. Holy-Thurſd ty, or Aſcenſion-day, is a Feaſt So- 
lemr.:zed in Memory of Chrifts Glorious Aſcenſion 
into Heaven rhe Fortieth day after his Reſurre&i- 
on, in the fight of his Apoſtles and Diſciples. 
Acts 2.9, 10. 

23, «April. St. George, a Martyr of Cappadocia, of 
whom the Reman Martyrology ſays, That the 
Church of God docs honor his glorious Martyrdom 
amongſt the Crown of other Martyrs. He was cho- 
ten in # fpecta) manner as chief Patron of our Erng- | 
G7, Naiion, at the inſtance of the Glorious Prince 
Henry the Fifth, ere he undertook his Expedition 
tor regaining France. At which time allo it was 
ordained by a Provincial Conſtitution , that his 
Feaſt ſhould be Kepr holy, and his Soiemniry ob- 
ſcry'd with a double Office throughout the whole 
Realm, He ſuffered in the Year 282. 

23. April. St, Mark the Evangeliſs was Dilciple 
and Interpreter ro St. Peter, who writing his Go- 
ſpe! at the requeſt of the Chriſtians at Rome, took 
it with him iato Egypt, where firſt Preaching at A+ 
{txandria, he founded that Church 3 and afrer-- 


vards being apprehended for the Faith of Chritt 
was 
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was bound with Cords, and dragged upon St nes 3 
then being ſhut up in a cloſe Priton, he wag com- 
forred by an Avgelical Viſton, as alfo by an Ap- 
pxition of the Lord of Angels. Finally, he was 
called to Heaven in the eighth Year of Neyo : 
Thus the Roman Martyrologe of him, Upon 
this day are ſaid the great Litanies;z and abſtinence 
from Fleſh is obicrved to obrain a Blefling upon the 
Fruits of the Earth. 

. Miy. St, Philip and Facob, Apoſtles : Aﬀer 
the rſt had converted almoſt all Scry:hzz ro the 
Faich of Chriſty being faſtned to a Croſs, he was 
itoned to death, making a glorious end at Hierg- 
polis , a Ciry of Afia, Anno 54. The ſecond 
called allo our Lords Brucher, was the firſt Biſhop 
of Hieruſalem, where being thrown down from a 
Pinaclc of the Temple, and his Thighs broken, as 
alſo wounded in tlie Head with a Dyers Club, he 
cave up the Ghoſt, and was buried near to the 
Temple, 1a the Year 63. | 

3. May, The Invention of the Holy Croſs, other- 
wiſe called Holz. Rood-day, is a Feaſt in Memory of 
the miraculous znvixtion or finding our of © the 
Holy Croſs, (on which our Saviour ſuffered ) by 
St. Helen, Mother to Conſtantine the Great, in the 
Year 326, aftcr ir had becn hid and buried by rhe 
Infdels 180 Years, who had creted a Strut of 
Fenws in place of it. 

Rozation week , ( being always the next but on? 
before IWWhkitſunday) is fo called, becarile on Mon- 
day, Tueſday, and Wedneſday of this week, Ro- 
gations (from Rogo, to ack and pray ) and Lita- 
nies are uſcd with Abſtinence from Fleſh, enjoyned 
by the Church ro all Pcrions, not only tor a dc- 
vout preparative to the Feaits ot Chritts glorfous 
Aſcculion, ani Penrecolt then ſhortly attc: ; = 
ito 
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Alo tn bog aad ſupplicate the bleſhivg of God upon 
the Fruits of the rarch. 

The Bel2igns call it Crays-week, 1. c. O#f5-week , 
and fo 'ris called in fome parts of EU7p/an4, be- 
caſe when the Prieft goes on thoſe day» in Pro- 
ceſſion, the Croſs 1s carried before h:m. 

In the North of England it is called Gang-wee, 
from the Gangmg or going in Proccſſiuu and Per- 
ambulartions theu uſed, &c. 

BJ: ſandy, - or Pentecojt, is a Solcmin Feaft in 
Memory and Honor of the com'vg of the Holy- 
Ghoſt up6n the Heads of the Apoſtles, in Tony ncs, 
as jt were of firc, according to 1745 2. 3. 

Pentecoſt in Greek fipnifieth the jrfireth, It bes 
Ing rhe fiftiech day after the Relurteftiun, And 
*ris called Whitſunday, from the Caiechumens, be- 
Ins anticntly cloathed in white, and admirred on 
the Eve of this Feaſt ro the Sacrament of Baptiſm. 
The old Saxons calied it Wied Sundiy, (i.e) Holy 
Kunlay, for wied, or wihed, (ignifics Holy in that 
Language, which alio may have proved one oa» 
fin of this Name. 

Trini'y Sunday is the Oftave of W hitſundzy, and is 
dedicated ro rhe honor of the moſt bleſſed Trinity, 
wo 42nific that the works of our Redemption and 
$2n<Alication, then complcated , are common vo 
a] the three Perſons. 

Corpus Chrijiz day ( whier 1s always the next 
Thuriciay after Trinty-Swnday ) is a Feaſt inſtirured 
ty he Church, in honor of the bleſſed Sacramenr 
oi the Airars, and receives ics denomination from 
the Bod; of Chriit, ſubſtantially preſent there. On 
this diy in all Cacholic Countries, that adorable Sa- 
cramect is molt tolemnly cartitd about in Proceſ}i- 
on; the Pricit and «11 the Poople expreſſing their 
byznR Leverboas in Hymys at Ptaycrs, accom=- 
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panied with all other outward teſtimonigs of pi- 
ous afteRion, as Muſick, Lights, Flowers ſtrewed 
along the Streets, and their beſt Tapeltrics upon the 
VVa)l., &c, 

6. May. St. Fohn-Port Latin, a ſolemnity in- 
Kitured by the Church to commemorate Sr. Fobrs 
rhe Evangeliſt's being by the command of Domaztian 
brought Frifoner from Epheſs ro Rome, and there 
by Sentence of the Scnate ( before the Gate called 
Latina) was put into a Veſſel of boyling Oyl, 
but came ourt-more pure and vigorous than he went 
in. This happened in the Year 92. The lame day 
alſo ought to .be commemorated, with grateful 
Thank!giving, the Miraculous Delivery and Preſerve- 
tion of his prc{ent Majetty, when the Frigar, called 
the Sliceſter, was loſt in his going for Scotland, 
Anno. 

26 May. St. Auguſtin, Archbiſhop of Canterbary, 
and Monk of thcOrder of S. Baneditt,uvas (ent over b 
88. Gregory the Gear, to preach the Chriſtian Fairk 
ro our Nation ; he firſt converted Ethe!bert, King 
of Kent, and afterwards by himſelt and others ſenr 
as Coadjutors with him and their ſucceſſors, recon- 
ciled the whole Nation to the Faith and Laiv of 
Chriſt, and ſo became our Apoſtle. Hz died in all 
SanQity of Life in the Year of Chrilt 600. and was 
buried in his own Cathedral of Canterbury, where- 
of he was the firtt Archbiſhop. His Feaſt was 
wont to be very Solemnly kept Holy throughour 
the whole Dioceſs, Mgrt. Ang. | 

27. May. St. Beda, commonly entituled, Venera- 

ble, tor his having illuſtrated the Church of God 
wich his Learning and Piety 5 he was delivered up 
to the Monaſtery ot S. Pcter and Paul, at Wyremouth 
in Byhoprick, at tha Aye of Seven Years, and was 
there educarcd ig all good Literature as WEI as Mo- 
nalils 
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naltic Dilcipline wer the pious care of St, Brw- 
ret Bijcop. At the Age of 30 he was Ordained 
Prieft by John the Ordinary of that Dtiocets, ar 
rhe appointment of Acca, Archbiſhop oi Tork ; and 
repoicd in our Lord in the Year 734. upon the day of 
our Lords Aſcenſion, and was buried in his own 

{onaſtery, bur was aiterwards tranflated to Dur- 
ham, 

11. Tune St, Baraiby, Apoſtle, born in Cyprus, 
and Grdaincd Apoſtle of the Gentiles by Sr. Pax, 
traveiied with him into many Provinces, exercifing 
rhe Fun{on of preaching the Gofpel committed to 
his charge : And laitiy, coing into Cyprus, there 
adorned his Apoſtleſhip with the glorious Crown of 
Martyrdom : Whoſe Body ( himicli revealing it } 
was found in thetime of Zeno the Emperor, 10ge- 
ther with $. Matthew's Goſpel, written with his own 
Hand, He was Martyr'd .inno 50. 

22. Fune. St, Alban, the firſt, or Proto-Martyr 
of our Nation, was High Steward of the Britazns 
ia the time of Diocleſzan: He ſuffered Martyrdom 
for entcrtaining of a Prieſt, at Perul4m, now of 
Iimfclf called St. Albans, under j/clepiodaius, Pre- 
fident of Britany, Anno 3o3. 

24. June, The Nativity of St. Form Baptift, Tre- 
curior of our Lord, Son to Zachary and El:zabeth ; 
who being yer in his Mothers Womb, was reple- 
niſl'd with the Holy Ghoſt, 

St. Peter and St. Paul! are joyned in one So- 
lemnity ; becauſe thcy were principal and joint Co- 
operators under Chriſt in the Converfion of whe 
world, the firſt converting the Jews, the other the 
Gentiles; as alſo becaule both were marrtyred as 
the ſame place, Rome, aud on tie fame day, 
Fame 29,

fticured ro perpetuate the Vifir the made ro her 
Couſin St. Elizabeth, immediately atter ſhe had 
acceoted of the Angelical Meſlage tor the Incarna- 
rion of the Son of God. It is celcorared at thi, 
time when ſhe retmned ro Nazareth, rather than 
at the punEual rime the undercook it, becauſe tlat. 
being commonly about Eaſter, its obſervation can 
fcarcely be comp!ycd with, by reaion ot fo many 
and ſo great Soicmnitics rhen happening, This 
Feaſt w-s inſtitured by Pope Vriiln the Sixth ,

7. Ffuly. The Tranſ!.tjon of St, Thomas of Can- 
teroiny, a Feaſt Ordained by a Provincial Conſtt- 
entfon in the time of Simon Ijlip, Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, to be ſolemnly obſerved and kept holy 
throughour the whole Nation, in memory of his Sa- 
cre} Reliques, being taken up and repos'd in a moſt 
coſtly Shrine, and placed in a more eminent place 
of his own Cathedra!, where ic was had in grear 
veneration, even until the days of King Henry the 
Eigh:th,and the downfal of Religion. 1352. 

25. Fuly. St. Fames, tiled the Geear, Brother 
ro St, Fohn the Evangeliſt. was, abour the Feaft of 
Eaſter beheaded at Hreruſalem by Herod Apgrippa.His 
Holy Religues were upon this Gay tranſlate to Ga- 

iciz in Spain, where they are had in great venera- 
ration, people reſorting thicher trom all parts of 
Chritendom to pay their Devotions , and fulti! 
the'r Vows, He ſuffered Martyrdom, Anno 43. 

26. Fitly St. Ann, Morher to the Mother of God. 

27. July. St. Foſeph of Arimathea, a Noble De- 
cir101 { mentioned by the Evargelilt ) who, aſter 
ke had buried Chriſt, came out ot Ferrry into Great 
Eritany with his own Son Foſefph, and divers others, 
and obtained of King Arviragis a little land

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in Somerſerſhire, called Inis witrin, now Glaſtonbury, 

where building himſelf and companions a little Ora- 

tory, and leading a (olitary Life, repleniſhed with 

"ih Merits and Old Age, he repes'd in our Lord in the 
Year 82. 

6, Aug. The Transfiguration of ouy Lord, whenour 
P. Lord appeared in Glory upon Mount Tabor in pre- 
ſence of his three Apoſtles, berween Mſes and Elizs; 
the Law and the Prophets, S. Mat. 19. 1. 

19. Ag. St. Lawrence, Deacon to Pope Ziſtus II, 
was in the Primitive times,moſt cruelly broyled on 2 
Gridiron, for the Faith of Chriſt, which Mar- 

———tyrdom he ſuffered with incomparable fortitude , 
Annes 3. ; HE” 
/ 15. Aug. Aſſumption of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, 
}Is a Feaſt in memory of her being aſſumed or taken 
up into Heaven, both Soul and Body, after her 
diſſolution or dormition z which is a conſtant Tra- 
dition jn the Church, ever piouſly believed, and 
happened in the Year 36. 

And the Feaſt of her Nativity ( 8 Sept.) is in Me- 
mory of her happy and glorious Birth, by whom the 
Author of all life and afery was born to the World. 

18. Aug. S. Helen, who being an Engliſh Woman 
by Birth, was Mother to Conſtantine the Great, the 

firſt of Chriſtian Emperors, who firft gave Example 
w other Princes to maintain and amplife the Church 
of God, She was Daughter to Prince Cel of Brt- 
tany ; and for her zcal of Chriſtianity was made 
worthy both of an Earthly and an Heavenly Crown. 
Her Sacred Reliques were tranſlated from Rome to 


ncration, even to this day. She died in the Year 
Z26. - 
24. Aug. St. Bartholomew, one of the twelve Apo 


ſtles of our Lerd, who having preached his Goſpel in 
India, 


Rhemes in France, where thcy are kept with dve ve- | 
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India, and paſſing thence into the Greater Armenia, 
where after he had converted innumerable peo- 
yy the Faith, he was barbarouſly flea'd alive : 
Then was he, by command of Aſtzages, (Brother to 
the King ) beheaded, thus accompliſhing his Mar- 
ryrdom, Artno 44. 

29. Axg. The Decollation of St. John the Baptiſt, 
whom Flered Aantipas beheaded abour the Feaſt of 
Eeſter; though his memory be kept on this day, 
when his venerable Head was found the ſecond time, 
which being afterwards tranſlated-ro Rome, Anno 
391. is there kept wich great Devotion in the 
Church of St. Silveſter, near unto Camps Martins. 

' 14. Sept. The Exaltation of the Holy Croſs, when 
Heracltus the Emperor, having overcome Coſroe King 
of Perſia, brought the fame back to Hieruſalem, 
Anno 628. 

21, Sept. St. Matthew, Apoſtle and Evangeliſt, 
who preaching the Goſpel in Ethiopia, was flain ar 
the Altar, as he celebrared the Divine Myſteries, 
Anno 44. 

29. Sept. Michaelmas, 'is a Solemnity or ſolemn 
Maſs performed on that day, with particular com- 
memoration of St, Mzchaet the Archangel, and of 
all the nine Orders of holy Angels, as likewiſe of 
that famous Battel fought by him in Heaven, againſt 
the Dragon and his Apoſtate Angels, (Apoc. 12.7.) 
in defence of God's Honor, as alſo 'to commend 
the whole Church of God to their Patronage and 
Prayers, by whoſe charitable Miniſtry, we have re 
ceived of God ( as the original Source) ſo many be- 
nefits. Andir iscalled the D2d:cation of St. Michael, 
from the dedicating of a Church in Reme to him, by 
Pope Bonzface the Third, . Anno 626. 

5. Odob. St. Placid, and his Companions, Monks 
and Martyrs at Meſſina in Sicily z rogether with him 


ſuffered 
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{uffered his two Brothers, Yutichius and Veitorings ; 
as alſo Flavii his Siſter, with Donatus and Firmulus, 
Deacons, Fauiius, and thirty others, all Monks of 
thc Venerable Order of Sr. Bennet, he himſclt hav - 
inz been the immcdiate Child of the ſaid Roly Pa- 
triarch, They were all moſt barbarouſly murder'd 
by Mancha the Pirate, Anno 541. 

18. Otob, St. Luke the Evingeiiſt, who, after he 
hd endured many Atfiifions for the Name of Chriſt, 
filled with the Holy Ghoſt, dyed in Bith nd, Anno 
74. wheſe ſacred Bones were brought to\Cmtantino- 
p/e, and thence tranſlated to Padua, = 

28, Otob, St, Simon the Cananean, and Fude, others 
wiſe called Thaddeus: The firſt preached the Go- 
ſpcl in Fgypt, the ſecond in Meſopotamia; and after- 
wards going tozether into Perſi4,atter they had con= 
rerted an infinite mnltitude of that Nation to the 
Fatth, they both accompliihed their Martyrdom in 
the Year 68, 

I. Nov. All Saints, or All-kallows, 1s a Lolemnity 
in memory and honor ot all the Saints : ſince the 
whole year is much too ſhort to afford us a ſeve- 
ra] Feaſt for cyery Saint in particular. 

2. Nov. All- (ouls, is a day ſet apart by the Church 
for the Living to commemorare by Prayers and Suff- 
rages the Souls of the Faithful departed, and 
the day is kept Hoty till Noon. 

And theſe two days ( A!!-Saints, and All. Souls ) 
were of ſo eminent oblervance with our Anceſtors, 
that they {ti11 continue no Court-days in Weſtmin- 
ſter- Hall ro this day. 

21.Nov. The Preſentation of our B. L14y 3ntFe Tem - 
ple of Hicruſalem at 3 Years of Age; a Feaſt com- 
manded to be obſcrved by Pope Paul the Second, 
LS MNN0 1464, 
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30. Nov. St.Anarew, Apoſtle and Marty, who 
preached the Gotvel in Toracia and Soathia, til] ap- 
prehended by e725 the Procontul, he was firit 
catt into Pritun, there moſt cruelly beaten, and lait- 
iy, faſtened to a Crof:, whereon hanging alive for 
three whole days together, he preached to the peo- 
ple; anthaving be{ought our Lord that he mighr 
not be taken down from the ſame, environed with 
agrcar Light from Heaven, he gave up his Bleſſed 
Soil ro God at Patxas in Achaia, Anno 69. 

The four Sundays of Adventy, are thole preceding 
Chriſtmas-diy, and were o inſtituted by the Church 
with particular Offices, commemorative of the Bene- 
firs of our Saviours Advent, or coming to Redeem 
the World by his happy Birth. 

8. Dec. The Conception of the glorious and ever B, 
Virgin Mary, mother of God ; a Feaſt firſt inſtitured 
St. Anjelme, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and Mon 
of St. Beyrets Order, in the Year 1070. and com- 
manded afterwards by Sixtzs rhe Fourth to be gene- 
rally obſerv'd, Anno 1496. 

21. Dec. St, Thomas, Apoſtle ani Martyr, who 
having preached the Goſpel ro the Parthians, Medes, 
Perſians, and Hyr:ans, went into India, where, 
when ar length he had inſtructed thar people in the 
Chriſtian Faith, being by the Kings ſpecial command 
thruſt through the Body with Lances, he gave up 
his bleſſed Soul ar Calamimna in the Year 44. 

25. Dec. Chriftmaſs, or the Nativity of Chriſt, is 
a moſt ſolemn Feaſt yearly celebrated by the wheie 
Catholic Church, even from the Apoſtles time to 
this day, in memory of the Birth of our Savior Chriſt 
at Bethlehem 3 and theretore it is called the Feaſt of 
his Nativity, and Chriſtmas, from tc Maſs ccle- 
brated op that day to his Honor. :

28, Dec. Holy Innocents, or Childer-maſs-day, is 
a Feaſt in memory of thoſe Babes wham herod ſlew, 
when he ſought A our Bleffſed Savior : And ir is 
called Childer-1waſi, or Cbildrens-maſs, from the 
particular commemoration of thoſe martyred Chil- 
dren in the Maſs for thar day. 
The ſeveral Feaſts of other Saints are inſtirured 
by the Church ro honor God in his Saints, and 
ro reach us to imitate their vercues and ſeveral Kinds 


of Martyrdoms , or Sufferings for the Paith of 
Chriſt, 
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
